DEFENDANT IN RITUAL MURBER 
TRIAL RESIDING IN NEW YORK 


Mendel Beiliss Was Accused in Rus- 


sia of Killing Boy for Blood for 
Religious Services. 
By the Associated Press. ; 
NEW YORK, Sept. 25.—Mendel 
Belliss, Jewish workman, of Kiev, 
Russia, whose trial in 1913 on the 
charge of ritual murder attracted 
wvurld-wide attention, is a resident of 


New York, it was learned today. He 
came here from Palestine, where he 
went after his acquittal in Russia, 
and is established in ‘a small print- 
ing business. 

Beliliss was arrested in 1912, after 
the discovery of the body of a 13- 
year-old boy who had been mur- 
dered. Officials charged that he had 
killed the boy to obtain blood for 
religious ritual purposes. He was 
kept in a dungeon for two years and 
then placed on trial. At the end of 
30 days the jury freed him after 
two hours’ deliberation. The nature 
of the charges gained the interest 
of the entire world. 

“It is all past and I do not want 
to pose as a martyr,” he said today. 
“I am trying to earn a peaceful liv- 
ing. I wish all governments were 
like that here, where everybody en- 
joys blessings and liberty.”’

Dr. T. J. Allen Says Dogs Have Been 
Revived With Exception of 
i near ong wf aappecee:

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MOTHER spent the night In fall 


as a result of kidnaping her 
child from the husband from 
whom she was separated. 

This is one instance of thousands. 
Every day, somewhere, some mother 
is trying to get to her child. If 
there is one law that needs adfust- 
ing, it is the one setting forth where 
the child belongs when the parents 
eeparate. 

When. oh, when, will man under- 
stand that he can't settle things by 
defying the natural laws? The one 
place for a child is with its mother, 
unless she is an improper guardian, 
and that is rare. 

When, oh, when will we under- 
etand that no matter what the courts 
Gecide, the heart of a mother is ai- 
ways aching for the little one she 
bere, and no amount of money or 
jegal documents will change the 
feeling of mother love? 

She will go through all kinds of 
bardships and sacrifices in order to 
get her child, and she will break any 
laws, no matter how she may agree 
to them, because It is the mother in- 
etinct that is drawing her toward 
the babe that is a part of her. 

Some day man will wake up to 
this one fundamental! principle and 
will make stringent laws for the pro- 
tection of mothers and children. The 
etatutes will prescribe that when 
couples separate or secure a divorce 
the children shall go to the mother 
until they are at least 14 years o* 
age, regardiess of what other settie- 
mente are made, and that anyone 
who steals a child away from such @ 
mother shall be put behind bars. 

Certainly a father has rights He 
has the right to see his children. He 
has the right to have them for a 
short period, but in the main they 
belong to the mother and should 
mot be taken away from her. 

This thing of leaving them a few 
months with the mother and a few 
months:with the father ts all folly. 

Children are weaned away from one 
or the other and strife usually is en- 
gendered. They are torn between the 
two forces. 

I know of ene divorced mother 
whe actually gave up her children 
ean@ has euffered the tortures of 
Hades, because her husband cut her 
off with very little and she ts unable 
to give the children the comforts 
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and pleasures that the father gives 
them when they are with him. 

This woman told me: “When the 
children come home, after ~ being 
with my former husband, they are 
miserably spoiled. I can do nothing 
with them. They don’t like my three 
little rooms, coming away from his 
spacious home. 

“They are good children and they 
try not to make me feel it, but I can 
see it clearly. hey want this, that 
and the other thing which their fa- 
ther gives them, and their compari- 
son is too much. They are young and 
naturally they bend toward the way 
where their welfare lies. 

“I fear that they will learn to dis- 
like me because I can give them so 
little, and I cannot help seeing their 
gladness and anticipation to get back 
to the father.

To me this is one of the most 
cruel cases I know about. I wish this 
man, who has since married, could 
be punished to the full. He is abso- 
lutely heartless about his former 
wife, giving her the torture of tak- 
ing the children away and giving 
them so much when they are with 
him as to turn them away from 
their own mother. 

If the law was properly made, thi 
mother woul® have these children 
where they belong, with her, and all 
the comforts, too. The trouble of it 
all is that people are bitter at part- 
ing and revenge is uppermost in 
thelr minds—revenge which is but 
dead sea fruit and only begets mis- 
ery for those who foster it. 

The manly man, however, no mat- 
ter what grievance he has against 
his wife, will realize that the place 
for his children is with their mother 
and will not assume his legal rights 
in order to forestall the natural one.

when once experienced, either 

inspires one with the desire to 
study the whole subject carefully be- 
fore buying old things, or else it 
drives one to the extravagant pur- 
chase of articles that are neither 
genuine nor valuable. 

Owners of country homes with 
big, old-fashioned, open fireplaces are 
indulging the fad for antique chim- 
ney cooking utensils when they are 
fortunate enough to find them. These 
utensils include heart-shaped bel- 
lows, which are a powerful aid to a 
lazy fire, the long, two-tined ash- 
rake, designed originally to rescue 
potatoes baked in hot ashes, the long- 
handled toasting fork, the upright 
broiler with a drip cup to catch the 
meat, the open-faced 
oven which was also used as a dish- 
warmer, and an array of 
saucepans with long handles. There 
is also a tea kettle to hang on the 
crane, and pots to hang on the iron 
arm and boil in accompaniment to 
the kettle’s song. -Of course, settles 
are placed on each side of the fire- 
place, with old-fashioned crickets or 
four-legged stools to rest the feet 
on conveniently near. 

One man found in his travels an 
old, long-handled contribution box 


| and had it cleverly fitted with a lt- 


tle carved-wood clock that filled in 
the space.

No. 236—Turning the Coins. 


Set 10 coins in a circle, as illustrat- 
ed, with all of the heads up. Ask 
someone to start with any coin and 
count around the circle to the «ight, 
1, 2, 3, 4. The fourth coin the spec- 
tator must turn over. He may then 
start again on any head he chooses 
and count 1, 2, 3, 4, turning the 
fourth coin. The problem is to con- 
tinue this procedure until nine of the 
coins are turned tails. The specta- 
tor, however, will find that after he 
has turned four or five coins he 
will be forced to start on a tall, or 
else stop on a coin already turned. 


| The performer, however, finds no dif- 


ficulty in accomplishing the task the 
first time he attempts it. 

The rule for success is very simple. 
Start anywhere you please and count 
1, 2, 3, 4. Purn the coin, and then 
secretly count three more. Skip them 
and start your count on the next 
coin, again counting 1, 2, 3, 4. Skip 
three more and again count. Contin- 
ue this procedure and the trick will 
come out correctly.
